the interests of the town and county 
is sufficiently well known to all 
thoughtful 
persons to need 
no 
lengthy argument to prove that 
something 
should 
be done and 
done speedily to relieve an un­ 
fortunate situation that is not only 
serious, but vital. 
There is no 
time to be lost, if, indeed, there is 
time now to get a mill in operation 
for the work of the coming season. 
Without a mill we cannot hope to 
maintain a cotton seed 
market 
either in Bryan or at any trib u tary 
point where seed has heretofore 
been bought for the Bryan mill; 
and as seed go down the price of 
hulls and other products manu­ 
factured elsewhere will go up. 
It 
is conservatively estimated that 
the oil mill was worth two dollars 
more on the price of every ton of 
cotton seed sold by the farmers in 
Bryan, and that it saved $1.30 on 
every ton of seed bought here. 
In 
other words, at a low estimate, the 
mill was worth $25,000 a year to 
Brazos county 
aside 
from

money spent for labor, wood, etc. 
These facts are indisputable and 
will become painfully apparent to

A. & M. College Correspondent Writes of 


the Need of the Bryan-College 


Electric Railway. 


College Station, Tex., April 7 
Much interest is being taken here 
in the announcement 
that the 
Bryan - College Electric Railway 
Right of Way Company has been 
granted a charter under the laws 
of Texas. 
The incorporators are 
Profs. 
N. H. Brown and F. S. 
Johnston of the Agricultural and 
Mechanical College and 
Messrs. 
A. W. Wilkerson, W. P. Connelly 
and J . W. Batts of Bryan. 
The 
object of the incorporation, it is re­ 
ported, is not to construct the 
road, hut to secure the right of 
way and the terminals and then 
attempt to interest Northern or 
Eastern capital to take hold of the 
proposition and put it through. As 
yet there is nothing certain about 
it. Much depends on the liberality 
and public spirit of the citizens of 
Bryan and along the route of the 
proposed road. If the right of way 
and the terminals can be secured 
it is believed that capitalists can 
be persuaded that there is some­ 
thing in the proposition and the 
road will be built. 
It is certain that the construction 
of a line connecting the college 
with Bryan would be an event of 
far-reaching importance in the fu­ 
ture growth and development of J 
this college. 
The lack of such a 
road is probably the greatest bar­ 
rier now in the way of this insti­ 
tution. 
It is a gafe prediction that 
next year 200 young men anxious 
for industrial trainingwill be turned 
away from this institution for lack 
of dormitory and mess hall facil­ 
ities. 
All of these students and as 
many more can be accommodated 
in Bryan if the road can be built 
and put in shape for traffic by the 
beginning of the next scholastic 
year.— College Correspondent Gal­ 
veston News.

When water Is violently agitated 
small bubbles of air are rn ii sd up with 
IL and thus foam ia formed, and ita 
whiteness Is due to the fact that when 
light passes from one medium to an­ 
other of a different refractive Index It 
is always reflected, and this reflection 
may be so often repeated as to render 
the mixture Impervious to light 
It Is. then. this frequency of the re­ 
flections of the limiting surfaces of 
air aud 
water that render* 
foam 
opaque, and. as each particle reflects 
light In all directions, so much light is 
reflected 
that the mixture 
appears 
white. 
To a similar cause Is due the white­ 
ness of transparent bodies when crush­ 
ed to powder. 
The separate particles 
transmit light freely, but the reflec­ 
tions at their surfaces are so numerous 
that the resulting effect is white. Thus 
glass when crushed is a white powder 
and Is opaque, but when it is put un­ 
der water it once more becomes trans­ 
parent because the water fills up the 
interstices between the particles, and 
the reflections are destroyed. Salt and 
anow are also common examples of 
this condition.

GLACIER MOTION. 


T h * M o v e m e n t la L ik e T h a t o f P i t c h 
I p o u a P l a n * . 
The motion of glaciers has 
been 
scientifically defined as that of a vis­ 
cous mass, partly sliding upon ita bed, 
partly sheering upon Itself under th# 
influence of gravity. 
In other words, 
the motion resembles that of pitch 
poured upon a table, which spreads, 
not by the expansion of the bottom of 
th* mas*, but by the edges rolling 
over above th# lower stratum, which 
Is dragged by the tabla surface. 
It 
was argued against this that Ice was 
a brittle 
substance, 
but 
Principal 
Forbes was able to show that glacier 
Ic# differs from others in possessing a 
distinct granular structure and that 
the grains, by Imparting a certain 
amount of motion to each other, aa in 
water, gave the whole plasticity. 
The rate of motion varies with 
local conditions, but is sometimes ex­ 
tremely slow. Thus the Tbeodul glacier 
ejected, in 1885. from its end two skel­ 
etons, with fragments of clothing, and 
two medals, dated 1582. 
Other high authorities attribute their 
motion to other natural forces, such as 
alternate expansion aud contraction.
